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REPORT  FOR  1954 

By  far  the  most  important  events  of  1954  were  the  Hurricanes 
with  their  resulting  damage.  Before  discussing  them,  however, 
we  would  like  to  discuss  and  report  on  other  subjects  of  concern 
to  the  Town  for  which  there  are  no  readily  indicated  solutions. 

THE  DUMP 

The'  condition  of  our  dump  has  received  state  and  national  pub- 
licity. The  site  when  originally  selected  was  chosen  lecausie  of 
its  accessible  yet  inconspicuous  location.  Since  then  the  "Laconia 
Road"  has  become  a  through  route  and  is  carrying  a  volume  of 
through  traffic.  Smoke  drifting  across  the  hiighway  is  sometimes 
a  hazard  to  traffic.  

Cooperation  on  the  part  of  those  using  the  dump  has  been  re- 
peatedly solicited.  The  Board  has  considered'  closing!  the  dump 
by  ordinance  except  for  certain  hours  on  stated  days,  and  has 
refrained  only  because  it  would  be  an  inconvenience  to  those  who 
use  it  regularly.  Yet  those  who  use  it  regularly  are  not  careful 
to  take  theiir  load  to  the  brow,  dump  it  over  and  clean  up  after- 
wards to  make  it  possible  for  the  next  arrival  to  get  to  the 
brow.  Occasional  users  are  equally  careless  and  it  takes  only  a 
few  loads  dotted  about  the  ramp  to  discourage  any  further  at- 
tempts Ly  good  citizens  to  reach  the  brow.  With  proper  coopera- 
tion your  Board  feels  the  present  appropriation  to  be  sufficient 
to  prevent  an  eyesore. 

Lacking  this  cooperation,  three  things  may  be  done: 

1.  More  frequent  dozing,  fencing,  and  control  of  use. 

2.  Mov;  to  a  more  secluded  location  where  the  eyesore  will  be 
less  noticeable  and  access  less  easy. 

3.  Adopt  the  sanitary  fill  method  of  disposal  at  greatly  in- 
creased cost. 

STREET  LIGHTING 

The  Public  Service  Company  has  been  asked  to  investigate 
the  possibility  of  providing  more  light  at  the  same  cost.  The  bulk 
of  our  lights  are  1,000-lumcn  lights  costing  $22  a  year.  It  is  the 
Board's  belief  that  the  use  of  more  modern  fixtures  with  their 
greater  efficiency  would  permit  expanded  spacing;  With  more 
light  at  the  same  total  cost. 

It  might  be  said  here  that  the  proposed  improvement  of  Car- 
roll and  Dtjpot  Streets  is  going  to  provide  us  not  only  with  a 
storm  sewer  and  proper  drainage  but  also  with  a  modern  pave- 
ment. The  Aqueduct  Company  is  going  to  renew  its  mains  ahdl 
services  to  preclude  any  disturbance  to  the  new  pavement  in 
the  near  future.  The  existing  network  of  open  wire  utility  lines 
will  be  the  only  blemish  on  aln  otherwise  modern  improvement. 
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The  Board  wisLiesi  an  expression  of  opinion  as  to  wh Ether  or  not 
steps  should  be  taken  to  insure  underground  installation  of  all 
utility  wires  or  removal  of  their  distribution  lines  to  the  rear 
of  lots  fronting  on  the  above  streets.  With  underground  service 
modern  decorative  lamp  posts  would  greatly  improve  the  appear- 
ance of  the  area. 

CEMETERIES 

The  uncared  for  lots  in  Floral  Park,  long  a  subject  cf  con- 
cern, received  a  manicuring  by  public  spirited  members  of  Cat- 
amount Grange.  Expressions  of  appreciation  were  community 
wide  not  only  for  their  efforts  in  Floral  Park  but  also  for  their 
transformation  of  the  Town  Hall  Cemetery.  Thie  Board  makes 
this  recognition  of  their  accompishment  as  a  reminder  to  all  that 
the  spirit  of  cooperation  that  made  this  nation  great  is  not  dead. 

SWIMMING  POOL 

The  need  for  suitable  swimming  facilities,  lo'nig  recognized, 
can  be  provided  for  without  public  funds.  Meetings  were  held 
cluing  thfe  year  of  representation  of  all  organizations  which 
might  be  able  to  contribute  funds.  Feasibility  and  location  have 
l^en  agreed  on  and  a  tentative  schedule  of  progress  discussed. 
Sufficient  funds,  are  not  yet  available  for  the  acquisition  of  land 
but  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  in  1955.  This  will  be  a  long-range 
program  extending  at  least  through  1960. 

FIRE  AND  POLICE  ALARM  SYSTEMS 

The  change  to  Dial  System  and  its  related  problems  was  siuc- 
ce:sfully  handled!  as  outlined  at  Town  Meeting.  The  installation 
at  the  Pittsfield  Leather  Company  has  proved  as  successful  as 
anticipated.  Th:ir  employees  have  handled  all  alarm  calls  With- 
out a  hitch,  and  the  appieciation  of  the  community  is  herewith 
expressed. 

CIVIL  DEFENSE 

If  enemy  attack  on  this  country  has  already  been  blueprint- 
ed we  have  not  seen  the  plans.  Should  we  not  however  be  better 
prepared  just  in  case?  Informat" onal  meetings  have  been  so 
poorly  attended  as  to  be  discouraging'  to  those  officials  respon- 
sil  le  for  holding  them.  If  radio  and  TV  (programs  have  been  suc- 
cessful in  thoroughly  acquainting  everyone  as  to  their  respon- 
sibilities and  how  to  protect  themselves  in  case  of  attack,  well 
and  good.  If  there  is  but  one  person  in  town  who  has  not  been 
so  informed,  please  get  in  touch  with  Dick  Herridk  for  informa- 
tion. Should  the  response  be  gtreat  enough  a  public  meeting  will 
be  held. 
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HURRICANES 

Tree  damage  was,  of  course,  more  evident  in  the  village  area. 
Actually  this  damage  was  well  distributed  throughout  the  town- 
snip.  Damage  from  washouts  on  town  roads  was  concentrated 
in  the  southeastern  corner  of  the  town.  The  1951  Highway  Law 
provides  tha:  any  town  suffering  disaster  damage  to  its  high- 
way system  may  appeal  to  the  State  Highway  Department  ior 
an  estimate  of  ■damage  and  assistance  in  restoration.  Damage 
in  Pittsfield  was  estimated  at  $20,000.  Providing  there  -tre  any 
balances  in  the  State  Treasury  reverted  from  joint  fund  high- 
way and  bridge  accounts,  they  may  be  used  for  the  relief  of 
stricken  towns  in  the  following  manner.  First  the  town  must 
ispenjd1  its'  own  funds  to  the  extent  of  1/8  of  1  %  of  its  valuation. 
Thin  it  must  spend  the  equivalent  of  one  full  year's  TRA,  either 
of  the  current  year  if  not  already  expended,  or  of  the  next  suc- 
ceeding year  not  already  obligated.  Then  of  any  amount  necess- 
ary over  and  above  the  1/8  of  1  %  plUsi  one  full  year's  TRA 
the  State  will  reimburse  the  town  for  one  half  of  the  excess.  Fol- 
lowing is  a  statement  of  Pitts/field's  Disaster  Account:

A  check  for  $1,910.70  from  the  State  has  been  received,  too 
late,  however,  for  posting  with  the  1954  receipts.  Scon  aftier 
July  1,  1955,  we  will  receive  another  check  from  the  State  in 
the-  amount  of  $4,026.48,  being  the  State's  share  of  the  195" 
TRA.  Having  already  spent  our  1955  TRA  there  will  }  e  none1 
available  until  1956.  The  time  Lmit  of  Dec.  15,  1954  for  Disaster 
Account  expenditures  prevented  Pittsfield  from  completing  re- 
pairs. We  did  manage  to  replace  numerous  culvert  failures  on 
the  Clough,  Jenness  Pond,  Thompson,  Governor's,  South  Pitts- 
field, Webster  or  Prescott,  Ingalls  and  Upper  City  Roads  and 
haul  some  gravel.  It  is  hoped  under  regular  maintenance  m  1955 
to  continue  this  work. 

1953  ROAD  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM 

The  $40,000  Bond  Issue  plus  the  1953  and  1954  TRA  has 
provided  us  with  4.23  miles  of  surf acsd  roads.  A  very  creditable 
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job  costwise  for  a  town  of  Pittsfield's  topography,  soil  condi- 
tions and  lack  of  gravel  The  lack  of  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of 
your  Board  when  the  Bond  Issue  was  proposed  stemmed  from 
its  ability  to  predict  the  future.  Already  petitions  have  been  re- 
ceived calling  for  expenditures  greater  than  can  be  accomplish- 
ed from  current  income.  Regardless  of  a  project's  worthiness, 
we  must  be  governed  by  cur  ability  to  pay.  We  are,  therefore, 
opposed  to  the  issuance  of  any  additional  bonds  or  notes  before 
1957.  The  next  construction  money  available  will  be  the  1956 
TRA  and  we  propose  to  submit  to  the  1956  Town  Mectng  at 
least  two  locations  for  its  expenditure  and  obtain  a  guiding  vote 
from  that  meeting.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Carelessness  is  reponsible  for  97  percent  of  all  our  forest  fires. 
This  is  a  serious  indictment  of  our  interest  in  our  own  welfare 
and  that  of  our  neighbors.  In  too  many  instances  this  careless- 
ness results  in  the  destruction,  not  of  the  careless  one's  own  pro- 
perty but  of  someone  not  even  known  to  him. 

Thoughtlessly  thrown  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and  matches 
from  moving  vehicles  ty  hikers,  hunters  and  fishermen;  the 
careless  burning  of  debris  during  hazardous  perods,  high  winds 
or  in  dangerous  locations;  improperly  extinguished  camp  or 
cook  fires  —  all  add  up  to  CARELESSNESS  that  means  serious 
loss  of  proplerty,  disruption  of  industry  and  farm  work  and  un- 
necessary expenditure'  of  town  and  state  funds. 

It  (points  to  the  need  of  eliminating  CARELESSNESS  so  far 
as  it  concerns  fire  from  our  daily  life.  The  rules  are  simple  — ■ 
your  cooperation  is  earnestly  solicited. 

1.     Be  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodlands. 
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2.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material  —  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  —  is  completely  out  before  discarding  it.  Use  ash 
trays  in  autos. 

3.  Secure  the  required  written  permission  to  burn  from 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not  com- 
pletely covered  with  snow. 

4.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning  re- 
quirements. 

5.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and  aid 
him  to  extinguish  it.

FIRE  AND  POLICE  SIGNAL  SYSTEM 

Report  for  1954 

The  fire  alarm,  system  struck  nineteen  bell  alarms  as  a  result 
of  telephone  calls;  three  from'  stre-t  alarm  boxes;  one  no  school 
signal  and  one  Red  Alert  on  State  Civil  Defense  orders.  These 
signals  were  all  struck  correctly.. 

As  you  know,  the  receipt  and  transmission  of  telephoned  fire 
calls  was  transferred  from  the  former  telephone  office  to  the 
Leather  Factory  in  May  wh_n  Dial  Telephone  Service  went  into 
effect.  These  calls  are  handled  by  five  different  watchmen,  one  of 
whom  is  on  duty  at  all  t-ines  and  I  wish  to  say  that  th.y  have 
given  us  completely  satisfactory  and  correct  service.  Being  a 
new  duty  for  them,  they  deserve  great  credit  for  the  accuracy 
in  which  it  has  been  performed.         , 

For  your  information,  we  had  the  Telephone  Company  install 
a  fire  reporting  line  which  the  company  calls  its  Red  Network. 
Due  to  t..e  large  area  of  the  factory  buildings  it  was  necessary 
to  install  five  of  these  telephones,  so  that  a  watchman  dA  noc 
have  too  far  to  travel  to  reach  one,  when  a  fire  call  came..  Alio 
a  sixth  telephone  was  platced  on  this  line  at  the  Fire  Station. 
These  instruments  are  colored  red  to  denote  that  they  are  for 
fire  calls.  They  are  all  wall  sets  so  that  the  telephone;:  must  be 
hung  up  when  not  in  use;  thereby  insuring  that  the  telephone 
line  is  restored  to  a  positive  working  condition,  which  is  not 
always  so  where  the  table  or  cradle  type  of  telephone  is  some- 
times mislaid  and  the  line  becomes  out  of  order. 

These  telephones  have  no  diale,  so  it  is  only  a  line  for  receiv- 
ing messages  and  cannot  be  tied  up  by  usJnjg  for  other  purposes. 

In  addition  to  the  telephone  bells,  which  cannot  be  heard  at  a 
distance,  large  auxiliary  bells  and  electric  horns  were  installed 
where  necessary  so  that  a  call  would  surely  be  heard..  These  bells 
and  horns  are  owned  by  the  Town  and  are  powered  from  Public 
Service  current. 

Then  it  was  necessary  to  install  equipment  at  each  of  the'  five 
telephones  so  that  a  fire  alarm  could  immediately  be  sounded  en 
the  Town's  fire  alarm  system.  This  was  done  by  installing  the 
transmitter  which  had  been  in  the  old  Telephone  {Alice, and  by 
which  various  numbers  can  le  struck,  at  one  telephone. 

A  new  master  fire  alarm  box  was  purchased  and  installed  at 
a  second  telephone.  Three  so-called  remote  control  boxes  were 
installed  by  the  other  three  telephones.  These,  when  operated1, 
trip  the  master  box  and  send  in  its  alarm. 

The  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  Cede  requires  that 
all  interior  fire  alarm  wires  be  run  in  conduit  to  protect  them. 
This  took  several  hundred  feet  of  conduit  wire  and  much  labor.,. 
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The  Town's  fire  alarm  wires  extend  all  over  town.  Sometimes 
lightning  strikes  this  line  and  puts  the  whole  signal  system1  out 
of  use.  A  1  Token  line'  wire  doris  the  same.  So  to  provide  means 
sounding  an  alarm  under  these  conditions, an  emergency  circuit 
was  run  from  the  Leather  Factory  directly  to  the  Fire  Station. 
Should  the  main  system  be  out  of  operation,  which  is  indicated  to 
the  watchman  by  a  red  light,  this  emergency  circuit  can  be 
switched  in  at  the  Factory  and  an  alarm  sounded  on  the  a  r  hern 
and  the  Fire  Station  equipment.  This  circuit  includes  the  alarm 
I  ox  en  the  Fire  Station.  , 

The  fire  alarm  installations  were  expensive,  as  is  also  the  tele- 
phone service.  But  they  were  necessary  as  a  replacement  of  the 
telephone  operators  and  for  your  protection. 

And  then  the  hurricane.  Street  wires  down.  Fire  alarm  wires 
in  the  Fire  Station  in  trouble.  Street  wire  and  fittings  had  to  bo 
purchased  as  there  was  not  sufficient  on  hand  to  meet  damage 
requirements,  and  a  lineman  hired  to  restore  service. 

The  alarm  system  in  the  Fire  Station  was  so  injured  that  con- 
duit and  new  wiring  had  to  be  installed.  This  trouble  was  caused 
by  high  voltage  current  getting  into  the  wiring  as  a  result  of  the 
hurricane. 

The  thirty- year-old  wiring  to  the  fire  alarm  bells  in  the  Adams 
Bros,  factory  which  are  used  to  notify  firemen  working  there 
of  an  alarm,  had  also  to  be  renewed  in  conduit.  When  these  mat- 
ters were  cleared  up  the  alarm  system  was  restored  to  satisfac- 
tory workmg  conditions. 

As  noted  in  former  Town  Reports,  attention  is  again  called  to 
the  need  of  soon  replacing  the  storage  batteries  at  the  fire  station. 
These  have  almost  outlived  their  usefulness;  as  they  deteriorate 
from  year  to  year;  and  they  are  a  very  necessary  part  of  the 
alarm  system.  Failure  of  these  batteries  which  replace  the  fire 
alarm  current  furnished  by  the  Public  Service  Co.,  when  that 
current  fails  would  render  the  regular  alarm  circuit  inoperative. 
Also  the  emergncy  circuit  from  the  Factory  to  the  Fire  Station. 

There  is  a  fire  alarm  box  on  hand  which  was  intended  for  in- 
stallation at  the  bend  on  Smith  Street,  this  district  leing  at 
some  distance  from  the  present  nearest  box.  Installation  has  not 
been  made  due  to  the  many  other  expenses  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. It  should  be  installed. 

The  maintenance  and  operating  costs  of  the  fire  alarm  equip- 
ment in  the  Leather  Factory  are  very  little.  The  (principal  costs 
are  the  telephone  rental  charges  which  we  did  not  have  when 
the  service  was  by  the  operators.  No  charge  was  ever  made  for 
such  service  over  many  years. 

The  new  fire  alarm  equipment  in  the  Factory  was  tested  both 
before  and  after  installation.  A  weekly  test  is  made  of  the  Red! 
Line  telephones,  bells  and  horns.  . 
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The  fire  alarm  installations  were  thoroughly  done  by  Walter 
Hall,  who  has  done  similar  work  for  the  Gamewell  Fire  Alarm 
Co.  and  he  gave  the  town  a  very  fair  price  for  both  material 
and  labor. 

The  Police  Signal  System,  control  of  which  was  in  the  former 
Telephone  Office,  had  to  be  changed.  Here  the  Telephone  Com- 
pany's Police  Blue  network  line  was  installed  in  the  home  of  one 
of  the  Police  Officers,  using  one- way-no-dial  telephone.  Also  a 
switch  to  operate  the  blue  street  sig'nal  lights  and  a  I  usiness 
line  dial  telephone.. 

This  arrangement  is;  generally  satisfactory,  but  there  are 
'tim,c^  when  the  family  is  out  and  no  one  to  answer  the  tele- 
phones. No  other  set  up  was  found  to  be  feasible  at  the  time  the 
change  over  went  into  effect. 

Due  to  the  hurricane,  water  leaked  into  that  part  of  the  Fire 
Station  where  the  Police  Line  transformers  were  placed  and 
ruined  them.  New  ones  had  to  be  installed  which  added  to  the 
overall  expense.  Maintenance  costs  of  the  Police  System  are 
small  outside  of  telephone  rental  charges.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FORESTRY  COMMITTEE 

The  Town  of  Pittsfield  owns  five  separate  tracts  of  forest  land 
containing  in  all  approximately  122  acres,  these  are,  to  wit:  the 
Dor.  F.  H.  Sargie'nt  tract,  the  Dustin-Barker  tract,  the  Pest  House 
tract,  the  F.  P.  Green  tract  and  the  Lane-Hartwell  tract.  On  the 
first  four  mentioned  tracts  there  Lave  been  set  45,200  pine  trans- 
plants. There  is  at  this  time  a  worth  while  stand  of  fast  growing 
pine  on  the  first  three  mentioned  tracts.  On  the  Green  tract  the 
pines  have  'not  come  through  up  to  1954.  In  1954  there  were 
1,500  pine  transplants  set,  1,000  by  the  Town  and  500  by  the 
Boy  Scouts.  That  a  vast  improvement  is  apparent  where  the 
trees  have  been  pruned;  and  further  that  Blister  Rust  is  takmg 
a  heavy  toll  of  our  pines  on  the  Dustin-Barker  tract,  (please  do 
not  say  this  is  not  so  until  you  go  and  look.) 

Tract  number  five,  the  Lane-Hartwell  tract,  of  fifty  acres  is 
well  covered  with  a  good  growth  of  Pine,  Spruce,  Hemlcck  and 
Hard  Weed.  While  this  is  a  growing  lot,  there  isi  a  lot  of  good 
sized  growth. 

The  only  money  appropriated  directly  in  1954  for  forestry  was 
for  Blister  Rust  Control  appropriation.  This  amount  was  com- 
Li'ned  with  the  State  fund  and  used  for  that  purpose. 

Recommendations 

That  Moth  Extermination  be  continued. 

The  trees  on  the  first  three  mentioned  tracts  should  be  pruned 
for  the  reason:  First,  to  promote  faster  growth:  Second,  to  im- 
p-cve  the  quality  of  lumber  to  be  cut  in  the  future  years;  Third 
if  the  lower  branches  were  removed  it  would  stop  a  lot  of  inocu- 
lation by  the  spore  from  the  currant  and  gooseberry  bushes  that 
cause  Blister  Rust..  (We  ask  you,  this  being  the  fact,  is  it  not 
wcith  while  to  prune  our  pines.) 

Tract  number  five:  Tiie  Lane-Hartwell  tract.  The  bounds 
should  be  established  and  tract  looked  over  and  a  price  placied 
ca  same. 

Your  committee  took  charge  of  the  setting  of  the  pines  on  the 
Green  tract  in  1954  and  has  been  over  the  Pest  House  and!  Dust- 
in-Barker tracts.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  TEES  WARDEN 

The  sum  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars)  was  allocated 
at  the  1954  town  meeting  to  protect  and  improve  Pittsfield  shade 
trees.  The  care  of  these  trees  was  entrusted  to  your  tree  warden 
While  pursuing  this  work  counsel  has  been  taken  with  the  State 
Forester  and  the  board  of  Selectmen  and  suggestions  that  were 
in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  Lave  been  acted  upon  as  far  as 
help  could  be  employed. 

All  of  the  trees  within  the  villa"  limit  including  those  withir. 
the  confines  of  the  parks,  school  yar  Is  and  cemeteries  have  been 
sprayed  once  and  the  elms  as  far  as  they  could  be  reached 
have  had  two  extra  sprays,  on  in  early  spring  and  one  in  the 
early  fall.  

There  have  been  a  number  of  trees  removed:  Two  on  account 
of  Dutch  Elm  disease,  one  on  account  of  age  and  a  number  on 
account  of  wind  damage.  There  have  been  a  lot  of  broken  limbs 
removed  on  account  ofthe  wind  and  a  lot  of  dead  wood  removed. 
There  have  been  five  trees  set  out,  there  have  been  two  trees  re- 
paired, a  lot  painted  and  a  lot  fertilized  and  cared  for.  There 
have  been  184  trees  set  since  1925.  Of  the  .six  spruce  set  in  the 
park  since  1935,  five  have  died  or  have  been  destroyed.  Only  one 
has  survived  and  is  doing  fine. 

Recommendations 

Every  one  knows  it  is  impossible  to  destroy  all  of  the  insects 
in  any  one  year  although  there  wer  a  ot  destroyed  as  is;  evident 
by  a  comparison  of  Pittsfield  trees  with  trees  in  towns  not  spray- 
ed. The  undersigned  believes  that  if  we  want  to  save  our  trees 
they  should  be  sprayed  in  1955,  the  elms)  in  early  spring  and 
again  in  early  fall,  and  all  of  them  about  the  first  of  June.  The.e 
sihould  Le  some  young  trees  set  where  trees  have  been  removed, 
and  a  lot  of  dead  wood  and  broken  limbs  removed  and  a  numbir 
of  trees  should  be  braced  if  we  want  to  save  our  trees. 

THE  DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE  HAS  BEEN  FOUND  ON 
OUR  TREES,  but  not  on  trees  that  have  been  sprayed.  But  this 
does  not  mean  that  we  will  not  be  attacked.. 

All  of  the  elm  trees  on  private  property  in  the  village  limits 
sihould  be  sprayed  if  we  want  to  save  our  trees. 

There  should  be  money  enough  appropriated  to  do  this  work. 

Our  trees  are  honorable  Citizens;  let  us  respect  them  as  such. 

When  we  plant  and  care  for  trees  let  us  trust  that  we  are 
planting  our  ourselves  to  be  remembered  for  the  lenefit  of  our 
town.

"Both  schoolmen  and  citizens  must  be  clearly  aware  of  their 
respective  roles  and  responsibilities.  Citizens  have  the  ultimate 
responsibility  for  th:  welfare  of  their  school-.  They  Lave  dele- 
gated immediate  authority  for  everyday  policy  and  operation  to 
the  board  and  schoolmen,  but  they  can  never  delegate  their  ul- 
timate responsii  ility.  The  citizen  holds  the  final  authority,  as  a 
voter  in  the  school  elections.  If  we  are  to  have  good  schools,  he 
must  maintain  his  willingness  to  study,  to  recommend  and  to 
support." 

(Henry  Toy,  Jr.,  Director  of  the  National  Citizens  Commission 
for  Public  School.-.) 

Instruction 

There  are  many  changes  in  the  faculties  at  Pittgfield,  only  that 
of  th:  Grammar  School  remaining  the  same.  .Airs  Stearns  was 
replaced  in  Grade  II  at  the  Memorial  School  with  Mrs.  Esther 
Marsh.  Mrs.  Vera  Bouchard  and  Mr.  Ira  Clark  replace  Mrs-  Far- 
rar  and  Mrs  Andrews  in  Grade  VI  at  the  high  school.  Mrs  Flora 
Perkins  teaches  the  fifth  grade  division  at  the  i-igh  school,  for- 
merly taught  by  Miss  Harmon. 

Miss  Rita  Davis,  formerly  of  Plainville,  Massachusetts  is  the 
additional  teacher  in  the  junior  high  grade.-.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 
Platenyk,  of  the  high  school  staff,  are  replaced  by  Philip  Allin, 
commerce,  and  Clyde  Pierpont,  physical  education.  Mr.  Sterling 
Giles  and  Miss  Mary  McGuirk  are  new  teachers  of  English, 
Languages  and  United  States  History:  Mrs.  Hill  and  Mr.  Bas- 
table  lefi  for  positions  in  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Henry  Simonds  is 
the  new  instructor  of  high  school  mathematics,  filling  the  post- 
tion  vacated  by  Mr.  Francis  B.iry.  Mr.  Mark  limes  replaces  Mr. 
Frank  Uhlenburg  as  shop  and  driver  education  instructor. 

Increasing  enrollments  required  an  additional  teacher  in  junior 
high,  but  by  consolidating  courses  in  the  high  school,  the  total 
faculty  remains  at  twenty-four,  and  Mr  Ladieu  in  part-time 
work  with  music. 

Mr.  Carl  Harvey,  who  taught  some  of  the  commercial  courses, 
is  now  employed  at  Jefferson. 

The  frequent  changes  in  staff  (31  in  three  years)  make  d .ffi- 
cult  adjustments  for  the  pupil  and  administration.  However,  we 
have  a  fine  cooperative  faculty  for  the  current  year. 

The  salary  schedule  now  in  effect  is  very  useful  in  establishing 
compensation  on  an  objective  basis.  However,  the  small  supply 
of  teachers  and  costs  of  living  make  it  difficult  to  secure  and  re- 
tain the  best  teachers  under  its  present  provisions. 

Our  present  piogram  of  studies  seems  to  fill  the  need  of  pupils 
well.  Our  drop-outs  are  low  in  number.  Our  high  school  faculty 
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is  working!  hard  to  adjust  the  work  in  the  courses  for  non-ac- 
ademic pupils.  Diagnostic  testing  is  resulting  in  special  help  for 
poor  readers.  All  teachersi  are  striving  to  assist  pupils  in  tuild- 
ing  larger  vocabularies1.  We  try  to  maintain  high  standards 
comparable  to  the  varying  abilities  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

The  co-curriicfula  programs  in  athletics  aind  music  enjoy  in- 
creasing participation  by  our  pupils.  A  larger  junior  varsity  in 
basketball  has  regular  practices.  We  have  made  a  beginning 
with  soccer  as  a  new  fall  sport..  Baseball  is  the  favorite  of  many 
Although  our  record  of  winnilng  in  competition  is  unimpressive1, 
our  teams  play  hard  and  practice  good  sportsmanship.  Greater 
interest  is  developing  in  music,  under  the  leadership  of  Raymond 
Ladieu.  Over  50  children  from  the  intermediate  grades  up  are 
acquiring  skill  with  musical  instruments.  We  hope  soon  to  have 
fine  new  band  uniforms.  The  high  school  and  junior  high  glee 
clubs  provide  siplendid  programs. 


Repairs  and  Improvements 

Our  buildings  are  in  better  condition  each  year.  We  are  slowly 
improving  plumbing  fixtures  at  the  elcmsentary  buildings.  Much 
work  has  been  done  on  old  floors.  By  bleafchng,  sealing  and  wax- 
ing we  are  saving)  the  greater  cost  of  replacing  many  old  floors 
and,  at  the  same  time,  are  improving  sanitation  and  appearance. 
In  two  more  years  we  shall  have  completed  the  cycle  of  interior 
and  exterior  painting  at  the  Grammar  and  Memorial  slchools.  All 
desks  hiave  been  refinished  and  many  new  ones  added.  The  major 
improvement  at  the  high  school  thisi  year  is  the  redecoration  of 
the  gym-auditorium.  This  room  is  in  constant  use  by  the  school 
and  townspeople.  The  playing  floor  is  now  in  nice  condition, 
bleachers  have  been  painted,  and  the  walls  and  stage  have  been 
beautifully  decorated.  The  science  room  was  re-painted.  Our 
teaJchers,  on  their  own,  have  re-painted  the  faculty  room  and 
superintendent's  office.  All  desks  were  re-surfaced  last  summer. 

New  typewriters,  a  mimeograph,  shop  tools  and  equipment, 
books  and  general  supplies  help  to  make  all  departments  more 
effective. 

Mr  Pelissier  provides  a  new  driver  education  car  each  fall, 
since  this  program  is  now  a  requirement  for  all  high  sfchool 
students. 

The  landscaping  in  front  of  the  high  school  is  nearly  complete 

The  road  is  being  packed  by  travel  and  the  embankment  is 
settling  and  sodding!  so  that  it  will  not  wash.  In  the  slpring  we 
hope  to  have  sufficient  money  remaining  to  hard  surface  the 
front  circle  in  permanent  fashion.  It  is  already  a  great  improve- 
ment. 
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Our  new  1  udget  calls  for  the  following",  in  addition  to  the  reg- 
ular small  repairs: 

1.  Painting  five  classrooms. 

2.  Improving!  the  walk  at  the  Grammar  School. 

3.  Providing  a  teachers'  toilet  in  the  teachers'  room  at  tha 
Grammar  School. 

4.  Replacing    three   more   typewriters   and  a   fluid    process 
duplicator. 

5.  Adding  to  the  automot.ve  tools  in  the  shop. 

6.  Providing  acoustical  ceiling  in  the  high  school  cafetevi** 
so  that  it  may  serve  also  as  a  study  hall. 

7.  Improvements  will  continue  to  be  made  at  Drake  Field. 

Results  of  our  efforts  to  maintain  our  buildings  in  fine  con- 
dition are  beginning  to  show. 

Enrollment  Problems 

In  September,  1953,  school  opened  with  a  total  enrollment  of 
509.  In  September,  1954,  we  started  with  533  pupils.  It  appears 
now  that  we  may  have  570  pupils,  when  school  begins  in  Septem- 
ber, 1955. 

As  the  sixth  grade  of  44  pupils  moves  into  junior  high,  another 
teacher  will  be  required.  We  have  provided  for  this!  in  the  new 
budget.  There  will  probably  be  a  few  more  than  60  starting  in 
grado  1.  With  two  teachers,  this  is  not  an  ideal  situation. 

We  lack  classroom  space  and  money  to  plan  differently.  In  gen- 
eral the1  enrollment-teacher  assignment  will  compare  favorally 
with  that  in  most  communities. 

The  increase  in  enrollment  is  causing  crowded  conditions  at 
the  highi  U2I100I.  By  providing  changes  in  the  cafeteria,  we  can 
probably  manage  without  serious1  difficulty  for  a  year  or  two. 

All  of  us  have  expresed  hope  that  the  addition  of  four  more 
rooms  on  the  high  school  building  can  await  final  payment  of 
bonds  on  the  origlinal  build  ng.  However,  it  is  not  too  early  to  lay 
plans  for  such  expansion. 

Finances 

During  the  past  two  years,  we  have  been  able  to  operate  our 
schools,  improve  them  and  stay  within  our  budgets.  We  are  de- 
termined to  request  what  is  reasonably  needed  and,  barring  un- 
forseen  difficulties,  stay  within  the  amounts  granted  us  by  the 
budget  committee  and  voted.  If  the  increased  enrollments  and 
extent  of  improvements  a.e  considered,  it  will  le  a,pprecated 
that  our  budgets)  are  sound  and  money  is  wisely  spent.  Your 
school  officials  are  grateful  that  our  budgets  are  supported!  dur- 
ing these  times  of  business  uncertainty.  Though  our  new  request 
is  larger,  the  actual  cost  for  each  pupil  in  1955-56  may  be  less, 
as  the  enrollment  moves  up  sharply. 
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General

Conscientious  school  people  do  not  sleep  well.  We  need  parent 
groups,  forums,  an  alert  interested  public,  understanding,  con- 
structive criticism,  patience  and  support.

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PART  IV.  AUXILIARY  ACTIVITIES  AND 

SPECIAL  REPORTS 

(a)  Report  of  the  Principal 

The  staff  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  many  towns- 
people who  have  done  so  much  to  make  working  and  living-  in 
Pittsfield  a  pleasant  experience.  In  addition  to  serving  your  child- 
ren, your  teachers  wish  to  be  a  part  of  the  community.  Many  of 
the  teachers  and  their  wives  belong  to  lcloal  organizations  and 
contribute  their  part  to  the  activities;  of  the  town.  The  intense; 
loyalty  and  devotion  of  the  teachers  are  deserving-  of  the  appreci- 
ation of  all. 

An  earnest  endeavor  has  been  made  to  improve  instruction 
and  to  solve  some  of  the  problems  of  the  school.  A  new  courso 
Review  Mathematics  and  Science,  was  added  for  the  Seniors  in 
September.  It  is  hoped  that  this  course1  will' better  /prepare  non- 
college  students  for  meeting  the  demands  of  modern  living  and 
working.  Guidance,  both  individual  and  ;g|roup,  cont-tnues  to  be 
an  important  part  of  tho  work  of  the  school.  An  expanded  test- 
ing program  enables  counselors  and  teachers  to  help  studeints 
make  plans  more  wisely  for  their  future. 

State-wide  reading  tests  show  our  school  to  be  at  about  the 
average  for  New  Hampshire.  However,  a  glreat  deal  is  being 
done  by  all  staff  members  to  increase  the  reading  ability  of  all 
students..  All  teachers,  reg|ardless  of  their  subject  matter  field, 
are  spending  time  and  effort  to  improve  the  reading  skills  needed 
in  their  particular  fields.  Considerable  effort  has  been  spent  to 
meet  more  adequately  the  neieds  cf  the  so-called  slow  learners. 
Better  materials  have  been  procurred  for  this  typo  of  student 
and  more  suitable  methods  of  instruction  have  been  tried. 

Once  again  about  forty  percent  of  our  graduating  class  went 
on  to  formal  ipost-secondary  schoolng  of  some  sort..  This  is  a  high 
percentage  for  both  state  and  the  nation.  The  driver  education 
course  continues  to  be  a  popular  course..  The  school  is  grateful 
to  Mr.  Adelard  Pelissder  for  his  donation  of  a  driver  education 
car.  All  students  now  start  this  course  before  they  reach  the 
age  of  sixteen.  Studies  made  by  the  State  Motor  Vehicle  Depart- 
ment show  without  question  that  students  taking)  the  course  are 
better  safer,  drivers,  than  thossi  who  secure  operator's  licenses 
without  having  taken  the  oourse.  This  course  is  also  popular 
with  adults.  At  the  end  of  the  year  three  full  classes  of  adult 
driver  educat-on  were  in  progress. 

The  Demerit  System  was  introduced  to  the  school  in  Septem- 
ber. This  disciplinary  device  enables  students  and  their  parents 
to  know  exactly  where  the  student  stands.  The  system  is  liked 
by  some  students  and  parents  and  disliked  by  others.  School  at- 
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tendance  remains  one  of  the  major  problems  of  the  school.  Both 
state  law  and  school  board  rulings  govern  the  attendance  of 
students.  The  school  mak..s  every  effort  to  fairly  apply  and  car- 
ry out  these  laws  and  rulings.  Regular  attendance  at  school  is  of 
extreme  importance.  Much  of  the  work  missed  by  absence  can 
never  bj  made  up. 

The  student  council  is  increasingly  effective  in  its  work.  This 
group  contributes;  much  to  the  welfare  of  the  school.  After  care- 
ful thought  and  consideration  a  Student  Court  has  been  organ- 
ized. This  court  will  hear  cases  and  mete  out  punishment  to  those 
violating  certain  of  the  rules  of  the  school.  The  proceedings  and 
actions  of  this  court  are  carefully  supervised  by  the  staff  and  ad- 
ministration.. 

Under  the  skillful  direction  of  Mr.  Ladieu  the  music  program 
of  the  Sichool  has  made  great  strides.  At  present  nearly  sixty 
students  in  Pittsfieid  schools  are  studying  an  instrument.,  The 
High  School  Chorusi  las  fifty  members  and  the  newly  formed 
Junior  High  School  Chorus  has  thirty-five  interested  students. 
The  contribution  that  music  makes  to  the  lives  of  so  many  young 
people  cannot  be  overestimated.  In  May  1954,  the  school  music- 
al organizations  joined  with  those  from  Laconia,  Franklin  and 
Bristol  High  Schools  to  put  on  a  most  outstanding  concert  in 
Franklin.  The  hard  work  of  a  full  day  of  practice  followed  by 
an  evening  concert  did  much  to  develop  the  musicianship  and 
character  of  those  students  paticipating. 

Ti.e  extra-curricular  program  of  the  sichool  is  operating  at  a 
sensible  level.  More  than  nine  out  of  every  ten  high  school  stu- 
dents1 are  m  some  worthwhile  extra-curricula  activity.  We  be- 
licye  that  by  doing  cur  part  in  providing  the  worthwhile  activi- 
ties which  help  keep  our  young  peopHe  busy  and  interested,  we 
are  helping  avert  serious  juvenile  delinquency  problems  in  Pitts- 
field.  Much  trnie  and  effott  are  spent  by  teachers  in  planning  and 
conducting  these  various  activities.  A  recent  survey  indicates 
that  the  high  school  staff  spends  an  average  of  ninety-two  hours 
per  week  supervising  these  after-school  activities. 

The  school  has  (continued  during  the  past  year  to  receive  in- 
numerable requests  to  render  services  to  various  groups  and  or- 
ganizations of  the  town.  A  sense  of  satisfaction  is  derived  from 
meeting  the  requests..  The  building  and  its  facilities  are  increas- 
ingly being  used  by  the  community. 

On  behalf  of  our  students  we  would  like  to  express  appreciation 
for  the  continued  support  of  the  school.  On  many  occasions  help 
is  asked  of  individuals  or  groups!.  The  willingness  with  which 
this  heljp  is  giiven  is  most  heaitenng.

The  general  condition  of  health  among  the  school  children 
seems  very  good.  We  have  had  a  few  cases  of  ring  worm  of  the 
scalp,  which  were  difficult  to  treat,  but  very  few  contagious  dis- 
eases. We1  had  our  annual  pre-school  and  immunization  clinic 
sponsored  by  tni  State  Board  of  Health  Nurse,  assisted  by  our 
local  doctors.  Forty-four  attended.  We  are  hoping  this  year  to 
have  all  children  entering  school  this  fall  vaccinated  before  the 
annual  pre-school  clinic  in  April.  We  are  now  having  our  much 
needed  dental  clinic  in  the  lower  grades.  The  tuberculosis  skin 
test  was  given  to  thrce-;h:undred-seventeen  children  through  the 
New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis  Association  and  under  the  super- 
vision of  their  nurse.  Fifteen  reacted  and  were  X-rayed.  The 
children  with  defective  vision  have  had  corrections  made..  We 
do  appreciate  the  help  given  us  through  the  state  for  children 
with  defective  vision.  Also,  we  appreciate  the  help  from  Red 
Cross,  Rotary,  Women  of  Rotary,  Salvation  Army  and  other  or- 
ganizations. We  wish  to  thank  parents,  teachers  and  school  offi- 
cials for  their  kind  cooperation  with  the  sichool  health  program.

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(c)  Drake  Field  Report  for  Summer  1954 

The  entire  eight  weeks  were  based  on  point  competition  be- 
tween two  Indian  tribes  —  the  Sioux  and  the  Mohawks.  This 
proved  to  be  the  incentive  factor  for  attendance  which  was  pre- 
viously lacking..  It  is  very  difficult  to  plan  a  program  where  a 
director  must  depend  on  certain  individuals  attending  on  a  certain 
day7  especially  where  there  are  comparatively  few  children,  with 
a  large;  range  of  ages  —  6  to  15.  Weather  also  affects  attendance.. 
Therefore,  the  program  was  planned  from  day  to  day  to  meet 
the  specific  needs. 

The  incentive  was  present  in  the  form  of  gaining  points  for 
each  individual  tribe.  Attendance  rather  than  ability  acMcd  to 
the  merits  of  the  program.  The  entire  rangp  of  ages,  both  boys 
and  girls,  could  compete  with  equal  enthusiasm;  thus,  handling 
the  wide  age  group  problem'. 

The  director  found  that  the  old  stand-by  games  such  as  base 
ball,  soft  ball  and  tract  events  were  most  popular.  New  games 
should  be  initiated  into  a  program.  Expensive  equipment  can  be 
held  to  a  minimum  because  of  the  lack  of  sufficient  number  in  any 
one  age  group*.  Thus  type  of  equipment  i'n  the  hands  of  the  wrong 
age  group  ican  te  very  damaging  and  expensive  to  the  taxpayer.. 
Equipment  such  as  badminton  rackqts,  tennis  rackets  is  fragile 
and  may  be  damaged  if  not  handled  under  close  group  supervis- 
ion. ,  

Two  hundred  and  thirty-three  children  gained  points  for  their 
respective  tribqs  during  the  season.  This  does  not  include  a 
group  of  olders  boys,  who  enjoyed  games  of  Softball^  volleyball 
and  tennis  during  the  season.  The  first  week  showed  58  differ- 
ent boys  and  girls:  gaining  points.  The  fifth  week,  100;  the  eighth 
and  final  week,  89. 

The  closing  day  was  clfimapted)  by  a  parade,  pie  eating)  contest 
and  refreshments.  One  hundred  thirty  children  enjoyed  ice 
cream,  cookies  and  watermelon. 

Miss  Sylvia  Weldon,  without  any  assistance,  very  capably 
handled  the  younger  group  of  children  and  conducted  an  excell- 
ent playground  program  within  itself.  Her  ability,  hard  work  and 
good  judgment  deserve  much  credit  for  the  successful  season 

There  is  a  definite  trend  in  communities  for  promoting  summer 
programs  for  children.  This  costs  money  and  small  towns  do  not 
have  the  funds  for  such  programs.  The  people  of  Pittsfield  are 
very  fortunate  to  have  such  an  adequate  playground  for  their 
children.
